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On the south side of the Grebion wharf in Leningrad harbor an antiaircraft 
battery, consisting of eight guns with an estimated caliber of 8.6 to 10.5 
cm. , has been set up. The battery is manned twenty-four hours a day. 

On the same wharf, directly north of the battery, there is a radar vehicle. 
The vehicle is equipped with two antennae, one of which is cup-shaped and 
about one meter in diameter, and the other, which is rectangular, measures 
about 1 x 0.5 meters. In the latter antenna, there is a number of protruding 
spikes about 0.1 meter long. See attachment for a sketch of the vehicle.
